Time did not move from one point to 
the next in a great, logical line of progression. 
Time, for the Indian, was measured in seasons, 
events and natural phenomena. Life, when it 
changed at all for my friends among the old 
men, had changed slowly on the Great Plains.

Yet, they seem oblivious to actual, real, 
personal, community, national problems, 
to actual threatening, harmful activities 
going on all around them: flawed rela- 
tionships, social, ethical, political issues 
that DO directly affect, threaten, abuse 
their personal well-being and life. 

All kinds of abuses, dishonesties, cor- 
ruptions, crimes, terrorist activities and 
the shrinking of individual and property 
rights continue and increase. 

There are all kinds of special interest, 
power lusting groups, public protest 
groups, causes, needs and demands. 

There is more restricting, forbidding, 
all kinds of individual behavior— 
smoking, sugar in drinks, environmental 
demands—while ignoring, evading, 
the real harm, danger to individual life, 
rights and well being. 

The once “I pay my own way” is 
replaced by the “I’m owed, entitled to 
a subsidy; | must have my way with 
others.” 

With fandom and others, there’s no 
real sense of how to properly identify, 
evaluate, the actual, real danger, threat 
and harm. 

Those who worry about an alien 
invasion may be more psychologically, 
morally healthy than those who feel so 
threatened by made-up ideas, stories, 
characters, art and dialogue. 

There’s a continuing self-blindness 
to the actual continuing, real life 
invasions, intrusions, threats, dangers, 
harm and damage being done to one’s 
actual life, mind and well being.
